EXISTING CLUB LICENSES W6TRW Bill S. WA6EVS 


Existing Club, RACES, and Military Recreation Amateur licenses should probably 
be retained, the Commissioners agreed Wednesday at the Agenda meeting, but no 
new licenses of these classes should be issued in the future. During their de- 
liberations the Commissioners weighed the alternatives of dropping the freeze 
on these licenses and accepting applications for new ones (too expensive) as 
well as doing away with them altogether. With only 611 RACES, 331 Military 
Recreation, and about 2000 club licenses currently in force, annual cost to 
the FCC was estimated at only $1600, not unreasonable for the benefits of con- 
tinuing them.
